The 
Book we are following tells 
us what todo when we are 
sick and to do anything else 
we prove ourselves disloyal 
to our King who has lett us in 
charge of His affairs. We 
can “obey magistrates” and 
be subject to the powers that 
be by submitting to the pen-
